3. Enforcement to be kept in abeyance. ( 1 ) 
Notwithstanding anything contained in any 
relevant law or any rules , regulations or bye 
-laws made thereunder , the Central Government 
shall within a period of one year of the coming 
into effect of this Ordinance , take all possible 
measures to finalise norms, policy guidelines and 
feasible strategies to deal with the problem of 
encroachment or unauthorised development in 
the form of encroachment by slum dwellers 
and Jhuggi- Jhompri clusters , hawkers and 
urban street vendors , existing farm houses 
involving construction beyond permissible 
building limits , and schools , dispensaries , religious 
institutions, cultural institutions in rural areas 
built on agricultural land , as mentioned below :

(a ) policy for relocation and rehabilitation of 
slum dwellers and Jhuggi- Jhompri clusters in 
accordance with provisions of Master Plan of 
Delhi- 2021 to ensure development of Delhi in a 
sustainable , planned and humane manner ; 


( g )" punitive action " means action taken by 
a local authority under the relevant law 
against unauthorised development and shall 
include demolition , sealing of premises and 
displacement of persons or their business 
establishment from their existing location , 
whether in pursuance of court orders or 
otherwise ; 


( b ) strategy for regulation of urban street 
vendors in consonance with the national 
policy for urban street vendors and hawkers 
as provided in Master Plan of Delhi-2021; 


(h )" relevant law " means in case of,

(c ) policy regarding existing farm houses

6. Repeal and savings.- ( 1) The Delhi 
Laws ( Special Provisions) Act, 2006 is 22 of 2006 . 
hereby repealed . 


( 2 ) Subject to the provisions contained in 
sub - section ( 1) and notwithstanding any 
judgment, decree or order of any court, status 
quo as on the 1st day of January , 2006 shall be 
maintained in respect of encroachment or 
unauthorised development mentioned in sub 
-section ( 1 ). 


(2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal, any thing 
done or any action taken under the said Act, 
shall be deemed to have been done or taken 
under the corresponding provisions of this 
Ordinance .

(4 ) Notwithstanding any other provision 
contained in this Ordinance , the Central 
Government may , at any time before the expiry 
of 

year , withdraw the exemption by 
notification , in respect of encroachment or 
unauthorised development mentioned in sub

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may be . 


4. Provisions of this Ordinance not to apply 
in certain 

cases . During the period of 
operation of this Ordinance , no relief shall be 
available under the provisions of section 3 in 
respect of the following encroachment or 
unauthorised development, namely :
